Four observers invifed 



Senate hearings to be closed 



The Senate Committee on 
Student Discipline ruled yes- 
lerday thqt its meetings will 
not be public but that two of 
the three Dally staffers before 
it may each bring two observ- 
ers to future meetings. 

The decision came after tlic 
committee decided to split the 
case of -John Fclcctc from that 
of Peter Allnutt and Pierre 
Foumicr,. all facing charges- of 
publishing "an article which 
contravenes standards of de- 
cency acceptable by and in this 
university". 

The article in question was a 
reprint from the Realist which 
appeared in Fekctc's column 
"Boll Weevils" in the November 
3 issue of the Daily. 

Meeting on Thursday 

The observers are to be pre- 
sent when the committee takes 
up the case of Allnutt and Four-, 
nier Thursday afternoonjiili 
yesterday's meeting, held^îîf 
Bcatty Memorial Hall on Pine 
Avenue, the two requested the 
meeting ~^«jfopen- but with suit- 
able measures' to ensure a fair 
hearing. 

After deliberation the commit- 
tee set the number of observers 
at two, explaining Dally staffers 



could now come but that a great- 
er number might work against 
the^tudents* own interests. The 
decision^oes not affecP'thc' pro- 
cedure to be followed with Fc- 
kete. 

Jurisdiction challenged '' 

Fekete's case was separated 
after all agreed It would be de- 
trimental to those facing charges 
for the - three to be beard as 
one.^ 

His lawyer, Claude-Armand 
Shcppard challenged the Juris- 
diction of the committee over the 
incident involved. 

Shcppard also asked that the 
hearing be open and that the 
charge be specified. He question- 
ed the difference in personnel 
at yesterday's session as Vice- 
Principal Oliver and Chairman 
C. A. Winkler were not present. 

Acting Chairman Perry Meyer 
explained that the two had dc- 
[ciAcà to absent themselves as 
they -had been involved in ad- 
miniitrativei actionilâstsweêlcire-' 



garding the sit-in at the Admin- 
istration Building. 

The committee did not begin 
discussion of the publication it- 
self. -1 

The article in' question was en- 
titled "The parts that were left 
out of the Kennedy book" and 
was reprinted from the May Is- 
sue of the Realist. The day after 
ite^publication. Daily Editor AH- 
nutt^^pplcmcnt Editor Four- 
nlcr and columnist Fekcte were 
charged with "participation in 



the publication of an obscene 
libel". The charge was later 
chaiigcd^to^' breaking the stand- 
ardsfof^cccncy at McGUl. 

Fekete's lawyer, Shcppard, 
argued that the committee was 
in fact sitting as a Judicial body 
and therefore must adopt pro- 
cedures essential to a trial. He 
asked that "the accusers of John 
Fekete" be present and that the 
particulars of (he charge be out- 
lined.

Kroner expounds on obscenity

,.iK?"WeIcome to obscene bocklash," 
'^'^'Wld Paul Krassner to an overflow crowd 
In Leacock 132 last night. 
.<^<AndvthU8 began a three hour meeting in 
'^'wWclî'SKrassncr, editor of The Realist, and 
author of "The Parts That Were Left Out 
of the Kennedy Book", spoke about the 
article rwhieh the Dally reprinted and which 
subsequently touched off an uproar. 

Speaking of the recent events at McGlU, 
Krassner said "I ani honored I could be the 
catalyst to this kind of community." He said 
the role of his magazine, and of media In 
general, Is "to communicate and_ entertain 
without compromise." 

He did not feel, his article was' in any 
way obscene. "The only obscenity is coer- 
cion. Bad taste Is a risk of dcmocrncy, whe- 
ther It's In newsprint or In the White 
House," he added. 

Krassner referred tp ^t he obscenities the 
general public watchofjpnpt c 1 c v i s 1 o n 
over dinncrjieac^^^^ sensibilities 
wcrc/shoSeSfSuPof you by reading my 
nrllclérbul you can read real obscenities by 
reading about Viet Nam l^n the newspaper.

> When questioned about the sincerity of 
his article, Krassner said he was not con- 
cerned about crudencss as such, but rather 
the context in which it is presented. He was 
concerned with "the megalomania of Lyn- 

^Plieftp^mpuggcslcd he lie respectful 
of the dcadr specifically tlic late President 
Kennedy, to which he replied, "I have great 
respect for the living, and that's what this 
qrlicic is all about." 

Meanwhile . . . 

Krassner also addressed ah audience of 
700 in the main auditorium of Sir George's 
Hall Building yesterday afternoon. 

In the obtrusive presence of press and 
cameras, Krassner said It was "very nice to 
be here In the paranoid city." 

He limited his opening remarks to dls- 
cu.ssion of people's attitudes to . censorship 
before turning thc;<'flobr ,ovcr .to.jhc as- 
sembly and its onslaught' of questions. 

He explained that Manchester's decision 
to omit certain chapters from his book be- 
cause Jacqueline Kennedy did not like the 
material was silly and obscene "because It 
violates the right of people to think for 
thcmselvmj^i^l^j^»^

The significance of 
their role in this affair cannot 
be overstated. In the final ana- 
lysis, it is Ihe faculty that must 
be made to comprehend student 
needs. The student himself is 
severely limiled, If not in 
creativity then in knowledge 
and .tavoir taire. It is clear that 
the quest of the student is not 
that the administration abdica- 
te its control over his affairs 
but that it cease to stifle his 
needs and rather facilitate his 
learning. Until an altitude of 
openness is forthcoming, one 
cannot really expect the student 
lo be reasonable (a mysterious 
quality thought only to be pos- 
sessed by those persons over 
30) --Perhaps the trouble is 
more like a lack of emotion on 
the part of those that run this 
university.

I He said he had not read the 
article, enlilled The Parts That 
Were Left Out of the Kennedy 
Book, when it appeared in The 
Realist and was "not too aware" 
of reaction to it. 

Managing Editor Marc Raboy 
testified that he had read the 
article "some time during the 
summer" and was "aware that 
there was some kind of' follow- 
up" to it in The Realist but was 
unaware of any controversy re- 
sulting from the article's publi- 
cation. 

Danny Tircvick, Internal 
VIccPrcsldcnt of the Students' 
Society, followed Raboy and said 
the Managing Editor "assured us" 
during a Students' Society meet- 
ing the afternoon that the arti- 
cle was published in the Daily 
that "there was a retraction" 
in The Realist 

Raboy replied to a question by 
defence counsellor George Sprln- 
gatc that he is "absolutely po- 
sitive" that he did not say he 
had seen a retraction. Foumier 
and Business Manager Elly AI- 
bolm testined that Th« Realist 
v^had .published .an .«rticle.in .an 



ensuing edition explaining the 
original article. 

In their addresses to the pa- 
nel, chaired by Bob Lederc, 
prosecutors Nadeau and David 
Cayne said bad faith in this 
case must take the legal defini- 
tion, which includes negligence in 
committing a wrongful act. 

Defence attorneys Springate 
and Douglas Tees countered that 
bad faith had not been proven 
beyond a reasonable doubt be- 
cause Allnutt had honestly made 
a mistake, publicly apologized 
for it and could not have anti- 
cipated the "artificially blown 
up" reaction to the article's pu- 
blication. 

Cayne said the court must find 
Allnutt in bad faith because 
"the consequences of a contrary 
decision might be disastrous" by 
permitting an editor to say he 
made an honest mistake in act- 
ing improperly.

He then asked that the com- 
mittee refuse to deal with the 
matter on the grounds that It 
was outside its Jurisdiction.

He pointed out that if the 
committee feels, after learning 
the facts surrounding the case, 
that it should not be dealt with 
by the university, it can recom- 
mend the matter be dropped. 

Sheppnrd Indicated he still 
challenged the right of the com- 
mittee to sil on the matter and 
might take outside steps to in- 
stitute his point

When asked why he decided 
to write the article, Krassner re- 
plied that he wanted to publish 
the parts left out of the Man- 
chester manuscript "Since I 
wasn't able to get tliem, I de> 
elded to write them myself." 

Krassner defended the article 
as good pqlitlcal satire "because 
many intelligent people believed 
it. This shows the present situa- 
tion in the United States and it 
also shows what the people real> 
ly think of their President" 

He believed the university 
climate was sometimes dedicated 
to "sterilizing" education and 
alluded to the time when a whole 
generation of college students 
became aroiittdj^t<,the, sight of 
asterisks becaiu^Uie' censorship 
laws forbade the use of four 
letter words. 

He cited a recent example of 
this practice in Time magazine, 
which qiiotcd Norman Mailer as 
saying " **♦* you" to the 
authorities during the Washing- 
ton demonstration. 

When one spectator asked why 
he didn't write an article about 
Lyndon Johnson using facts 
rather than items of his own 
creation, Krassner replied he 
had already tried but nobody 
would believe him. He suggested 
that the spectator should be as 
suspicious about the lies printed 
in newspapers as he was about 
the facts presented in The Real- 
bt 

Krassner argued that an honest 
means of doing away with a bad 
law|wnMi|to conscientiously vlol- 
ateut^thereby testing its validity. 
"Negroes used to have to sit at 
the back of buses in the south- 
■cm S^tes, but by violating this 
'law' and by picketing the bus 
lines the Negroes won their 
point," he said.
